Sa ehenee on Gold Bars.

Wasainaton, March 5.—The Treas- 
ury Department is already called upon 
under the Sherman amendment to the 
Legislative, Executive and Judicial 
Appropriation bill, authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to exercise 
his discretion in the exchange of gold 
bars for gold coin and also to impose 
a charge for euch exchange. Hereto- 
fore the statutes regulating this mat- 
ter have been construed by the Treas- 
ury Department as against the impo- 
sition of a charge. Under the new 
law the policy of tha Department will 
be to charge four cents per hundred 
dollars in value for all gold bars re- 


quired for shipment, and if this fails 


to deter the gold shipment, the ques- 
tion then to be considered will be as 
to the advisability of refusing alto- 
gether to exchange gold bars for ship- 
ment, thus compelling shippers to use 
gold coin or to obtain gold bars from 
private parties. A ruling to this effect 
was first made yesterday on a tele- 
graphic order for $600,000 in gold 
bars for shipment from New York. 
The Director of the Mint, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, directed a charge of $240 (or 4 
cents per $100) to ”" made for the 
exchange.

satisfied with the efforts of the 
southern politicians to identify the 
Democratic party with the English 
tariff system. Her citizens remem- 
ber that Jackson and Jefferson, 
whom Democrats most delight to 
honor, were strong protectionists, 
And Texans cannot understand 
why the teachings of these great 
statesmen should be denounced as 
treason by the pigmy party leaders 
of modern Democracy. 

The Texas Stockman and Far- 
mer is devoting considerable space 
to a discussion of the tariff. <A 
correspondent, signing himself “A 
Traveler,” gives, ina recent issue, 
a suggestion of thoughts which are 
making southerners restive under 
the Democratic free-tradé yoke. 
“We protected iron,” he argues,

hidden wealth of minerals.

CAST-IRON BRICKS. 


—_—_— 


An Ingenious Invention in the Line of 
pete mit 5 ol ay 


Most of the building materials now 
in use have been asec greater 
kill for thousands of years. 
no rg hare Fam man discovered the 
adaptability of stone, wood and burned 
bricks ‘composed of clay and sand for 
house-building, no equally useful build- 
ing material has been added to the list. 
According to the American Furniture 
Gazette, a German mechanic has recent- 
ly patented an invention which has cer- 
tainly many advantages over the old- 
fashioned brick of clay, though use may. 
not prove it to be in all respects supe- 
rior. 

Its practical design and ingenuity are 
characteristic of the modern tendency 
of inventions. It is in the form and of 
about the size of an ordinary brick, but 
is composed.of cast-iron and is hollow. 

The shell is so thin that the brick 
weighs less than one made of clay. A 
wall is built of such bricks without the 
use of mortar, and no skilled labor is 
required in laying them. The upper 
and lower sides of the bricks are pro- 
vided with grooves and projecting ribs, 
which fit into each other easily and 
perfectly and form a wall of great 
strength. 

There are also two large circular 
openings in the upper side of each brick, 
arranged so as to receive projections on 
the lower side of the brick that is to be 
placed above it. One of these projec- 
tions is hook-shaped, which insures a 
solid hold. A wall of the bricks is very 
quickly put together. 

After the wall is built it is covered 
with paint. This closes all the cracks, 
renders the wall air-tight, and prevents 
the bricks from rusting. By the use of 
good paint the wall can be made highly 
ornamental. The bricks are very dura- 
ble, and a building made of them is per- 
haps as nearly fire-proof as possible. 

A wall thus constructed can be taken 


put up. There is no mortar to be re- 
moved, as there is when clay bricks are 
used. A house with such walls is cool 
in summer and warm in winter, for the 
large air spaces prevent the passage of 
heat. 

With a supply of such bricks a man 
can vut up his own house, and be en- 
tircy independent of brick-layers, mor- 

.»-mixers and hod-carriers. If he does 
0t like his house, he can take it down 
and build another with the same mate- 
rial, which is always as good as new. 


THE SUICIDE BEGGING TRICK. 


Latest Ruse of the Lazy Parisian to Bleed 
the Charitable. 

An expedient resorted to by an ingen- 
ious female swindler in Paris for ex- 
torting money has been very successul 
of late. The woman, says the London 
Telegraph, provided by nature with a 
pleasing countenance, and dressed with 
eare, went from house tohouse. When 
she had presented her card for the 
master, or, better still, the mistress of 
the house, and gained admittance, she 
related, with all the appearance of 
genuine distress, a tale of woe, the ele- 
ments of which were a hasband who 
had deserted her, a family from whom 
her marriage had estranged her, and a 
pressing need of £20 or £50 to stave off 
dishonor.

King of the Lobby Set Upon. 

Carson Crry, March 4, 1891. 
Eprror Gazetre: Sunday was a 
sad day for Carsop, and even the ele- 
ments seemed to take part in the feel- 
ings of the community, and the sky 
was overcast with storm-clouds early 
inthe day, and from time to time 
heavy showers pelted down with now 
and then « flurry of snow. The day 
had been chosen for the last sad _ rites 
over the remains of Uncle George 
Tufly, and the several societies, of 
which he was an active and earnest 
member, had arranged for an impos- 


ing pagaent in his memory, but owing 
to the heavy storm only a few car- 
riages accompanied his remains to the 
cemetery, the Knights Templar and 
‘other Masonic orders having conducted 
their services at the hall. Notwith- 
standing the storm, however, the 
streets were lined with people who 
stood in respectful silence while the 
funeral passed. The Reno band led 
the procession, and at intervals played 
appropriate dirges. 

After the two days’ rest the Legis- 
lature convened on Monday morning 
with renewed energy and an ex 
determination to transact some bnsi- 
ness. How far this good resolution 
will go, or how late in the week it will 
last is hard to sav, but it is quite safe 
to prophecy that thac there will be a 
* ssion each day during the week, 
Saurday, perhaps, excepted. The 
sessions of Monday and Tuesday were 
quite lengthy, and considerable busi- 
vess Was transacted, most of which 
was of a local or unimportant char- 
acter. So far the honors, as far as the 
introduction of bills are concerned, are 
about equally divided between the 
two houses, numbering some eighty 
bitis each, a total of one hundred and 
sixty, twenty-five of which perhaps 
have passed, and some ten or fifteen 
have become laws by the approval of 
the Governor, or considering the laws 
as commodities they have cost the 
State about $5,000 per law, with cost 
of probable litigation and other etcct- 
eras to be added. 

The bill repealing the 12 o’clock 
license law was ingioriously sat upon 
last week, and it being a pet measure 
of ‘*Black’’ Wallace, he having, so it 
is said, assured his Eureka friends of 
its repeal, has caused conaiderable 
amusing comment at its champion’s 
expense. Gignoux of the Assembly, 
upon the appearance of the bil to re- 
peal, moved the indefinite post pone- 
ment, as well as all subject matter re- 
lating thereto. The motion was car- 
ried and this question has received its 
quietus, and Wallace was about the 
most surprised man in town. Upon

The following is the extract from 
Mr. Newlands’ letter to the Board of 
Trade, peblished in the GazeTre on 
September 3d, to which he alludes in 
his letter published yesterday, and _ is 
reproduced at his request: 


I will premise by saying that it is 
conceded on all sides that none of the 
pro changes should affect officers 
during the term for which they are 
elected. Good faith requires that such 
officers should serve out their terms 
with the understanding upon which 
they were elected and without varia- 
tion of compensation. So the pro- 
posed changes as to State officers can- 
not go into effect until 1894. : 


CHANGES PROPOSED. 


The changes proposed ‘may be 
divided into three classes, First— 
Economic reiorm. in the expenses of 
State government. Second—Econemic 
reform in the expenses of county gov- 
ernment, either by consolidation of 
counties, or consolidation of officers, 
or by reduction of salaries, or by all 
combined. Third—An increase in the 
debt-contracting power of the State, 
in order to permit it to use $700,000, 
at present lying substantially idle in 
the school fund, in promoting and aid- 
ing the cause of irrigation. 


EXPENSES OF STATE GOVERNMENT. 


The saving proposed in the expenses 
of State government is to be accom- 
plished in the legislative, executive 
and judicial departments, as follows: 


Saving in the Legislative Department 
effected by reducing the nutmb<s of 

Senators to 15 and Assemblymen to 

25; reducing session to 40 days, per

And his subjects are perplexed and 
annoyed,and the peculiar tura of affairs 
has kind of knocked the tar, as it 
were, out of the clique, and they are 
flabbergasted, all at sea and without 
rudder ur compass. Wallace has the 
appearance of being confused; seems 
to have lost his lines and the prompter 
has felldown on bim. A few years 
ago he was a star of the first maygni- 
tude, and the average Nevada Legis- 
lator trembled when in his presence. 
But now how changed. He is being 
shelved like some of the balance, and 
two years from now it will take a 
forty-horse power telescope and a lib- 
eral rubbing of phosphorus to bring 
him into view. It is pretty well con- 
ceded that the Equalization bill will 
not pass unless very much changed 
from its original intent. 

ASSEMBLYMAN THOMPSON 
Introduced a bill to-day that will cause 


some flurry. It makes a great reduc- 
tion in the expense of State institu- 
tions by the reduction of salaries of 
the heads of depar ments as well as 
deputies. The bill provides salaries of 
$3,000 per ahnum to Supreme Judyes, 
$4,000 to the Governor, other heads of 
offices $2,000 per annum, while tbe 
deputies are reduced to $600 per an- 
num, or in proportion to the work re- 
qui of them. The ‘legislative ex- 
penses are reduced about one-half, and 
“a saving is made of about $40,000 per 
annam, or including the full term of 
four years $160,000 can be saved. The 
bill does not effect the present incum- 
bents as far as heads of departments 
are concerned, but causes an imme- 
diate reduction as far as the $2,000 
deputies go, which in itself is quite an 
item. The pay considering the labor 
is fairly liberal in all cases, and Mr. 
Thompson has devoted much time 
and study to the matter, and has tried 
to fix the salaries at a fair amount, 
consistent with the needs and situa- 
tiun of our State. Ofcourse the ‘State 
officers lobby’’ will » undertake to 
show the absurdity of the whole prop- 
osition, but there are many men just 
us capable in the State who would be | 
just as glad to sit under the dome of 
the capitol at the salaries named in 
the bill, as those who now warm the 
chairs, some of the latter of whom in 
times past have been glad to get $40 
per month and board, and had to 
work harder than they do now at $240.

The expenses of the State for the 
year 1889 were over $416,000. Of this 
amount about $107,000 was expended 
in the legislative, executive and judi- 
cial departments, changes in which we 
have been considering. All the other 
expenditures go under the head of 
public printing, public buildings, sup- 
port of State Prison, charitable pur- 
poses (including the Insane Asylum), 
support of schools, interest on debt 
and miscellaneous purposes, none of 


‘which could be considered in a Con- 


stitational (onvention. All the ap-'! 
propriations under these heads must 
be left to the wisdom of the Legisla 
ture to meet changing circumstances. 
The sum of $38,000, therefore, is the 
total saving which: the advocates of a 
new constitution insist can be secured 
so far as the expenses of the State are 
concerned, unless such radical meas- 
ures as the abolition of the Supreme 
Court are adopted. Of these savings 
all can be effected by statute passed at 
the next session of the Legislature, 
with the exception of $5,000, namely: 
The salaries of the Superintendent of 
Public Instraction and of the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court. These two, if 
desirable, could be accomplished b 
constitutional amendment, whic 
would pass two successive terins of the 
Legislature and be submitted to the 
people before the State officers elected 
at the State election in 1804 take their 
seats. 

It is clear that so far as the savi 

in State expenses is concerned it coul 
be accomplished quicker and at less 
expense by statuary mvans than by a 
new constitution. But the objection 
is urged that the Legislature will not 
make the economic changes, and that 
the history of that body in this State 
is marked with prodigal legislation in 
reference to these matters. My reply 
is that the conventions of the Repub- 
lican .and Democratic parties can 
easily cover these reforms, if consid- 
ered desirable, specifically in their 
platforms and thus force their adop- 
tion. 


SAVING IN EXPENSE OF COUNTY GOVERN- 
MENT. 


It is said that greater saving can be 
effected in the county governments 
than in the State government, and 
that there is need of a Constitutional 
Convention to accomplish this. 

This saving, as I understand it, is 
to be effected in two ways: First, by 
a consolidation of counties ; second, by 
a consolidation of officers and reduc- 
tion of salaries. 

The total number of counties is 
fourteen. It is proposed to reduce 
them to eight by incorporating the 
territory at present covered by Charch- 
ili, Douglas, Lander, Lyon, Nye and 
White Pine counties into the counties 
adjoining them. The weaker counties 
are to be absorbed by their stronger 
neighbors, and it is claimed that the 
éffect will be to largely reduce the 
county expenditures, substituting in 
many cases the expenses of one county 
government fortwo. There has been 
no period of time when this could 
not have been effected statute, 
but is it a desirable thing fo 
do? The effect of such connsolida- 
tion would simply be to cat off salar- 
ies and inish the expenses of 
Grand Juries and of Court sessions.. 
All the other expenses, such as for 
roads, schools, the indigent poor, etc., 
would remain the same, and these

For my part, I believe more-can be 
accomplished by the consolidation of 
offices and the reduction of salaries, 
than by the consolidation of counties. 
It is urged that the difficulty in leg- 
islating on this subject has been that 
it was impossible to meet the exigen- 
cies of a particular county by a general 
law, as the [constitution requires, 
This objection is entirely met by the 
statement, that at the last special 
election, constitutional amendments 
to Sections 20 and 32, Article IV of 
the constitution were ratified, giving 
the Legislature the power to legislate 
specially on these subjects, and to in- 
crease, diminish, consolidate or abol- 
ish nearly all county officers. This 
has effectually placed, as is well es- 
tablished by Mr. Coffin, the whole 
subject of counties and their consolida- 
tion, and of county and township of- 
ficers and their salaries and fees in 
the hands ofthe Legislature. If the 
tax-payers of any county wish an 
economy effected, they can easily in- 
struct their legislative candidates 
through their county conventions. 

It must be recollected that the great 
proportions of expense, both State 
and county, is not in the salaries, and 
that the only way to secure economi- 
cal government is by the selectiou of 
good officers, and not by a hidebound 
and contracted constitution.
